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Katimavik will wait a year to start 


OTTAWA (CUP) — One year has 
passed since Liberal senator and 
Katimavik founder Jacques Hebert 
staged a dramatic and heavily pub- 
licized hunger strike to protest 
cancellation of the federal youth 
program, and it appears another 
year will have to pass before Kati- 
mavik resumes full operations. 

Guy de Grandpre, a Katimavik 
official and aide to Hebert, said 
monies donated to the now-privat- 
ely operated program have not 
been fully forwarded, which has 
led to delays in reviving ‘the pro- 
gram. 

“We have to be patient,” de 
Grandpre said. “We would like a 
faster process, but we have reason 
to believe the progrm will be back 
on its feet within 12 months.” 

The Progressive Conservative 
government cancelled Katimavik 
last year on the grounds that the 
program, founded 12 years ago by 
Hebert, was not cost-effective. 
Finance Minister Michael Wilson 
also cited as a factor the govern- 
ment’s drive to reduce the federal 
deficit. 

The nine-month, three-stage 
program brought volunteer youth 
from across the country to three 
separate communities to work on 
various projects. Volunteers were 
given $1 a day, and a $1,000 bursary 
on completion of the program. 

Hebert ended his 21-day hunger 
strike, which he held outside Senate 
chambers on Parliament Hill, when 
he received assurances that suffi- 
cient funding had been pledged 
from non-government sources. 

Katimavik officials first predicted 
that the program would be in full 
swing again by last fall. However, 
not enough promised money has 
come in. 

Although the federal govern- 
ment spent about $19.7 million on 
Katimavik in 1985, de Grandpre 
said only $400,000 to $500,000 is 


needed to run the revised, smaller 
Katimavik. He would not say how 
much money has been raised. 

When the program resumes, it 
will closely resemble the format of 
its predecessor, except that youth 
in the final stage of the program 
will start and operate their own 
community business. 

Hebert, who once called Kati- 
mavik “a beacon in the night”-to 
describe former governments’ com- 
mitment to youth, said the death of 
Katimavik represented the attitudes 
of the current government towards 
youth. 

“Katimavik wasn’t much, but at 
least it was something,” said de 
Grandpre. “Now we don’t even 
have anything.” 

The Conservatives pledged to 
announce another youth program 
to replace Katimavik, but so far 
have announced only “Innovat- 
ions”, a program emphasizing entre- 
preneurial skills for underemploy- 
ed youth. Hebert, though saying a 
Tory attempt to replace Katimavik 
would be “laughable”, credited 
Innovations for at least making an 
attempt to curb youth unemploy- 
ment. 

“Anything that is helping even 
one young person is helping the 
future,” Hebert said. Ottawa is 
committed to spending $10 million 
through three years on Innovations. 

Jean Charest, Minister of State 
for Youth, said ’“Katimavik did not 
address the problems that young 
people face in the 80s.” 

However, critics say the Mulro- 
ney government has done nothing 
to substantially help youth. The 
budget of the Ministry of Youth 
was virtually eliminated last winter 
following International Youth Year 
celebrations, leaving Charest a 
minister responsible mostly for 
announcing and promoting pro- 
grams developed in other depart- 
ments.

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The government also promised 
shortly after the Katimavik cancel- 
lation to introduce a national youth 
policy, but has yet to announce 
anything.

U of W reacts to story 


WATERLOO (CUP) — A University 
of Waterloo custodian has with- 
drawn her complaint to the Human 
Rights Commission after receiving 
the promotion she was earlier 
denied. 

“I’ve got the job now,” said 
Toncka Bestic. “I’m satisfied, so | 
said it was okay to drop it.” 

Other custodians have reported 
an improvement in their working 
conditions since the student news- 
paper, The Imprint, reported ear- 
lier this semester of complaints of 
harassment and intimidation of 
unionized custodians by manage- 
ment. 

Union president Bill McClana- 
han has called for an investigation 
into the complaints by acommittee 
of union executive members. But 
custodians fear the committee will 
attempt to find out who spoke to 
The Imprint and take sanctions 
against those workers. Several wor- 
kers had complained about the 
effectiveness of the union, claim- 
ing it was “married to manage- 
nent.” 

At least three grievances, one 
regarding discriminatory hiring 
practices and two regarding work- 
ing conditions, are currently before 
the union for consideration. 

Custodian Alice Peters is waiting 
for management to reply to a grie- 
vance she filed after her request for 
promotion was turned down on 
the basis of absenteeism. 

Although she was absent 44 days 
last year, Peters claims she was 
primarily not considered for the 
job because she is known as a 
“trouble maker,” having complain- 
ed about sexual harassment two 
years ago. She also said her absen- 
teeism was justified and that her 
good work record made up for the

No jobs at UofC 


CALGARY (CUP) — The University 
of Calgary has announced a hiring 
freeze effective immediately as the 
first step in a program to reduce 
operating funds. 

Associate Vice-President Acad- 
emic Lorna Cammaert said the 
administration is also looking at 
ways to change its early retirement 
program to give professors incen- 
tive to retire before the age of 65. 

Cammaert said early retirement 
and other possible changes are 
now negotiated with the U of C 
Faculty Association. 

The hiring freeze applies to posi- 
tions that are now vacant and to 


additional vacancies which may 
occur this year. The freeze does not 
apply to new academic positions 
funded by new program develop- 
ment grants, said Cammaert. 

Sessional instructors are not af- 
fected by the freeze. Any vacancy 
left by a retiring professor will be 
filled by a sessional. 

In announcing the freeze, Vice- 
President Academic Peter Kreuger 
said the university is trying to pro- 
test funding for graduate students. 

“Our first priority is to prevent 
the decline in graduate programs 
and in graduate student support,” 
he said.

For the last six years the Cana- 
dian Bureau for International Edu- 
cation (CBIE) ran a program offer- 
ing students the chance to do 
volunteer community work over- 
seas during the summer. 

The International Workcamps 
Program gave you the opportunity 
to be part of a workcamp (roughly 
8 to 20 volunteers from around the 
globe) building a youth centre in 
the Pyrenees (mountain range bet- 
ween France and Spain); planting 
trees on the Isle of Skye (Scotland); 
staffing a soup kitchen in Washing- 
ton D.C. ; or setting up a peace 
workshop in Berlin. 

However, the CBIE has recently 
announced its decision to squelch 
the International Workcamps Pro- 
gram for 1987. 

"This program has been run ona 
shoestring,” explained Eva Schach- 
er, CBIE’s Assistant Director, “and 
its popularity just began to snow- 
ball. Two years ago there were 60 
placements; last year there were 


120.” 

The CBIE claims it needs to con- 
centrate on finding funds because 
the workcamps program has re- 
cently grown faster than their cap- 
ability to finance it but they fully 
expect to reinstate it in 1988. 

”The Bureau has never received 
government funding,” Schacher 
claims, “falling back on its own 
resources . . . chiefly involving a lot 
of staff time and a small travel 
budget.” 

Joining a workcrew made up of 
people from different parts of the 
world not only holds out the prom- 
ise of refreshing exchange, it 
doesn’t bleed your bankbook dry 
and provides a welcome alterna- 
tive to the tourist ritual by offering 
firsthand experience in the daily 
life and culture of another country. 

Alongside its rapidly increasing 
popularity Schacher cites radiant 
"evaluation forms from Canadian 
volunteers who’d participated in 
the program . . . most especially 
extolling the rich cultural exch-

ange.” 

"The International Workcamps 
Program is just the Canadian sec- 
tion of an international movement 
involving 30 to 40 organizations 
across North America and Europe,” 
Schacher explained. “CBIE got 
involved in the program six years 
ago when a Danish organization 
requested Canadian participation.” 


Launched into this global village 
movement, the CBIE’s basic func- 
tion consisted of both looking for 
community and nonprofit organi- 
zations to sponsor camps in Can- 
ada, and also of taking application 
forms from Canadian students for 
submission to participating count- 
ries. 


The program heightens its ap- 
peal, Schacher believes, when 
people realize they can work in 
more than one workcamp. "For 
example, you can work a couple of 
weeks in France in July, then work 
another two weeks in Czechoslo- 
vakia in August.”

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Arts vs. Sciences in the money wars 


OTTAWA (CUP) — The federal 
government should stop discrimi- 
nating against research in the social 
sciences and humanities, recom- 
mends an all-party Parliamentary 
committee. 

In a concise report released 
March 12, the Standing Committee 
on Finance and Economic Affairs 
recommends that the Mulroney 
government amend the Income 
Tax Act so that the social sciences 
and humanities are no longer ex- 
cluded in the Act’s definition of 
scientific research and experimen- 


tal development. 

Further, the committee recom- 
mends that private donations to 
the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, made under the 
federal government’s matching 
grants scheme, be eligible for the 
same tax credit allowances pro- 
vided for donations to other re- 
search councils. 

The recommendations have im- 
portant ramifications for SSHRC, 
one of the three federally funded 
councils that provide financial as- 
sistance to university researchers. If

the committee’s recommendations 
are approved, SSHRC has greater 
chances of meeting government- 
set goals for private sector don- 
ations. 

“Obviously we’re pleased with 
this,” said SSHRC official Jeffrey 
Holmes. “We've been working on 
this for some time, and we’re glad 
to see that they (the committee) 
see that all councils should be 
treated equally.” 

Exclusion in the Income Tax Act 
has demoralized social scientists, 
who are convinced corporate spon- 
sorships will be virtually impossible 
to attract without the allure of luc- 
rative tax credits. 

"We are literary people, not 
scientific. No corporation would 
be interested in us,” said Carleton 
University French professor Eldon 
Kaye, currently under contract to 
SSHRC. 

However, Standing Committee 
Chair Don Blenkarn said commit- 
tee members identified sufficient 
areas of research, “especially in the 
communications industry”, to make 

_ the recommendations.

“We had many members on the 
committee who were well aware of 
the issues,” Blenkarn said, noting 
the lobby by the social science 
research community was “well- 
prepared”. 


“People take chances, play hun- 
ches, but always believe that the 
creative use of intelligence will 
produce something worthwhile,” 
the committee’s report reads. 
"Broadening the scope of research 
to include the social sciences and 
humanities may increase the payoff 
to research and development.” 


SSHRC officials say the recom- 
mendation is deserved, and may 
help win more financial support for 
the social sciences. Statistics ob- 
tained from SSHRC indicate that 
for this academic year, the SSHRC 
budget of $70 million accounts for 
only 12 percent of the total for the 
three granting councils. The Natu- 
ral Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council picked up 58 per 
cent, while the Medical Research 
Council was given 30 per cent.

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. However, the allocations do not 
coincide with the university popu- 
lations of the various communities. _ 
About 58 per cent of graduate stu- — 
dents and faculty in Canada are in 
the social sciences, while 28 per 
cent are in the natural sciences and 
engineering, and 15 per cent are in 
medical research. 


On a per capita basis, then, the 
social sciences were awarded $1,496 
per person, while the natural 
sciences and engineering research 
community received nearly 10 
times as much. 


The committee’s recommenda- 
tions have been forwarded to 
Finance Minister Michael Wilson, 
who announced. the matching 
grants scheme a year ago. Blenkarn 
said he doesn’t know what the 
government’s reaction to the re-— 
commendations will be. 


“Of course they could sit on it 
and not do anything,” he said, “but 
generally, recommendations from 
the committee are looked at pretty _

A few weeks ago during rehearsal, Martha 
Thigpen lay on the stage floor of New York’s 
famous Metropolitan Opera, in a costume of 
tattered suede, and gazed out at the empty 
theatre. 

“I’m really here!” she thought. 

It was a small role — Ortlinde, one of the 
eight Valkyries in Wagner’s Die Walkure — 
but it’s still an important step for the soprano 
from Louisiana. 

This week Thigpen takes another big step, 
in Edmonton: singing her first Tosca, the title 
role in Puccini’s popular opera which ends 
the Edmonton Opera’s season. 

"Tosca is bigger than life,” Thigpen said. 
"She’s a great opera singer in Rome, with all 
the temperament of a big opera star today, | 
love her fire and passion.” 

Thigpen will be singing the Sunday after- 
noon performance of Tosca, which is a 
budget-priced matinee aimed at students 
and music lovers who don’t subscribe, or 
can’t afford tickets to the opera’s main series, 
where Carol Neblett will sing the role. 

First performed in 1900, Tosca has been 
called a “shabby little shocker” by one emi- 
nent music scholar, but is adored by opera 
fans for its gutsy energy and lush melodies. In 
swift, dramatic strokes Puccini tells a dra- 
matic tale of love, jealousy and politics, with 
a villain who threatens to torture Tosca’s 


lover to death if she doesn’t yield to his. 


embraces. 

It’s frustrating to sing just one perfor- 
mance, because Thigpen won't find out how 
her stamina holds up in this challenging role 
over a series of five or six performances, 
which is the customary situation in an opera 
house.

Good old fashioned American cowboy ethics 


Shepard off-off-Jasper

Aliens, cowboys and a ’57 Chevy. A 
warehouse-turned-theatre, with “Urban De- 
cay” spray-painted on the side (more neatly 
than the sign announcing the show on the 
front). Throw in two plays for the price of 
one, and what do you have? 

You have the Tiger Hill Theatre, Edmon- 
ton’s newest and possibly most experimental 
theatre company. They are offering Sam 
Shepard’s Cowboys #2 and The Unseen 
Hand, in what.is being optimistically called 
the Café Theatre. The show opened yester- 
day, and runs until this Sunday. 

Cowboys #2 is a two-man play written by 
Shepard in 1967. In the words of Tiger Hill’s 
Arnie MacPherson, it “explores the improvi- 
sational nature of what theatre can be,” and 
“blows apart the parameters of theatrical 
experience.” It involves two men in “a small, 
undefined space . . . playing improvisational 
theatre games . . . to keep themselves alive.” 

Cowboys #2 was added to the bill in order 
to provide “a cohesive evening of theatre,” 
and is a new piece for Tiger Hill. The com- 
pany came together initially for last year’s 
Fringe Festival, where they did The Unseen 
Hand to good reviews. 

This is where the promised cowboys, aliens 
and Chevrolet come in, along with an aging 
cheerleader. The plot of this comedy deal 
with a 120 year-old cowboy returning from 
the dead to go shoot up the alien’s planet. 
The Chevy represents good old-fashioned 
American cowboy ethics, vanishing before 
technology. I’m not sure about the cheer- 
leader yet. 

Given some of the logistical difficulties 
encountered, it is amazing that the play was 
presented the first time, let alone this pro- 
duction. Witness the tactical squad from the 
police breaking into a rehearsal in a garage in 


order to break up whatever evil deeds were 
being done there. They had been alerted by 
an innocent passer-by, and upon arrival had 
indeed determined that there was some- 
thing dastardly going down. Fortunately, 
order was restored without bloodshed. 

The other major problem involved the 
main part of the set . . . the 57 Chevy. The 
play was originally scheduled to go in aspace 
the car could be rolled into, but was moved 
to “the second story Ming’s restaurant.” In 
what the perpetrators call a “triumph of 
ingenuity”, the car was cut into three pieces, 
carried up the stairs, and bolted back 
together again. The current space, needless 
to say, has a BIG garage door, ground level. 

MacPherson says the other benefit is the 
similarity between Tiger Hill’s space, and the 
original used by Shepard. At the time (1969), 
Shepard was “off-off-Broadway, and we’re 
sort of off-off Jasper,” he said. 

The reason for using the same play as at 
the Fringe — with two actors returning, and 
three new cast members — is to finish what 
was started. “We had barely scratched the 
surface . . . the Fringe got us into exploring 
Shepard,” said MacPherson, “(now) we are 
trying to do him justice.” 

As well, the cast is doing their own direc- 
tion, which is a first at the professional level 
for all of them. Four of the five cast members 
are recent graduates of the U of A acting 
program. 

The Café Theatre is located at 10164 - 96 
Street. Shows are at 8 pm., plus 2 pm. mati- 
nees on Saturday and Sunday. Tickets are 
available at BASS or the door, and cost $7. 

One final note — this is not the best area of 
downtown to travel late at night. Theatre- 
goers are advised to travel in packs, small 
herds, or at least couples. Handguns optional. 
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periods. I’m not that interested in Wagner 
right now. My heart belongs to Puccini.” 

Thigpen, who declines to reveal her age, 
but appears to be in her early 30s, grew up in 
a town of 4,500 in Louisiana. When she was in 
high school, people in her church choir told 
her parents she had a singing talent and 
arranged for her to take lessons 40 miles 
away. 

“| wasn’t serious about a career, but at 
college | majored in singing, then got an 
apprenticeship at Santa Fe’s summer opera 
program,” Thigpen recalls. 

She made her debut with New York City 
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Thigpen singing Puccini's Tosca 


Opera in 1977, having just completed one of 
her toughest roles ever, in Leonard Bern- 
stein’s ill-fated Broadway-bound musical 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. 

“We were doing try-outs in Washington, 
Philadelphia and all over,” the soprano said, 
“but the show’s concept kept changing. It 
was about the slaves and servants in the 
White House, over 100 years, but the direc- 
tors kept getting fired, songs were added and 
taken out, and the producers even bought 
our days off so we’d keep practicing new 
material. It had some lovely songs, but when 
it finally opened on Broadway it was a fiasco, 
and folded.” 

Six years ago Thigpen dropped out of the 
opera scene. Her voice was changing — and 
growing — and she wasn’t sure what to do 
about it, so she quit and moved back to her 
home town. But after a year and a half she 
missed singing terribly. 

“I’m still feeling my way slowly and care- 
fully,” she said. “This is the beginning of a 
new process. It’s like starting all over, but my 
career is beginning to move. I’ve only had a 
manager for a year.” 

Thigpen has sung the Countess in Mozart’s 
Marriage of Figaro, and Minnie in Puccini’s 
The Girl Of The Golden West, and her voice 
is appropriately described as a full lyric 
soprano. She wants to do some Verdi, but 
that’s a few years from now. Right now she’s 
learning the role of Micaela, the virtuous 
girlfriend of Don Jose, in Carmen. 

She’s delighted with Tosca’s guest conduc- 
tor, Richard Bradshaw, from San Francisco. 

”He’s so expressive and clear, and he likes 
singers!” she exlaimed. “Some conductors 
are inconsiderate — they really fight the sin- 
gers. But opera is meant for voices, and 
what’s the point if they can’t be heard 
because the orchestra’s too loud?” 

Thigpen has a boyfriend in New York, but 
he won’t be able to come out to Edmonton. 

"This is the first time I’ve done a major role 
without close friends being around,” she said 
wistfully. “Still, I’ve wanted to sing this role 
for years, and I’m very excited.” 

Tickets for the Sunday matinee of Tosca 
are available at BASS or at the door.

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Playwright discusses alternative theatre 


Millan: success on stage

Jim Millan’s plays are living proof that 
alternative theatre can be:commercially via- 
ble, (that is, profitable) and that the artists 
involved are not a bunch of drug-crazed 
theatre drop-outs, but rather a group of 
serious artists who happen to write and pro- 
duce stimulating, unconventional plays. 

Mr. Millan was in Edmonton on March 15 
to talk to members of the Alberta Playw- 
rights’ Network about the success of his plays 
and the state of alternative theatre in 
Canada. 

A founding member of Crow’s Theatre in 
Toronto, Jim Millan’s plays are controversial, 
bizarre, intellectual, funny and often sold 
right out. Dali, a play about the history of the 
twentieth century as.seen through the pain- 
ter’s eyes, brought Mr. Millan critical acclaim, 
and a Dora Mavor Moore Award for Innovat- 
ive/Artistic Excellence. Followed by Urban 
Voodoo, a black comedy about 
repressed anger, suburbia, and conservative 
morality, Mr. Millan is the star in a black 
sheep genre of Canadian theatre. 

What is alternative theatre? According to 
Mr. Millan alternative theatre is performance 
in style and innovation. The onus is on the 
performer as creator of the character. 

Mr. Millan is not one who has a history of 
following trodden paths. He came close to 
being expelled in his last year at York Univer- 
sity as a result of working professionally dur- 
ing the school term — prohibited to BFA 
students at York. 

With a Millan play, as with most alternative 
theatre, the form and theatrical structure is as 
important as the content of the script. As a 
playwright, Mr. Millan is interested in the 
nature of the performance and often uses 
free association, as was the case with Dali, to 
dictate the direction of the play. 

Dali was presented as a visually graphic 
autobiography as the painter reflects upon 
his life. Millan utilized such unorthodox 
tools as surrealistic singing cowboys, charac- 
ters who slashed their eyes on stage and 
scenes involving masturbation, to show Daali’s 
uncompromising courage to fight everything 
that tried to change him. It is his near mad- 


ness that becomes Dali’s method of control. 

Urban Voodoo is an off the wall, explora- 
tory play that utilizes the central characters, 
the Blain family, to examine individual des- 
tiny and our ability (or inability) to make the 
choices that dictate the direction of our lives, 
and the resulting anger that erupts with the 
realization of being trapped in a self con- 
tained suburban prison. 

Dali, originally produced with a budget of 
fifteen thousand dollars, was the success that 
marked the coming of age of Crow’s Thea- 
tre. With two runs, sold out houses and criti- 
cal acclaim, Millan is sincere when he states 
that alternative theatres like the Crow’s are 
on a developmental threshold. The major 
barrier which seems to loom larger and 
larger every year, is money, or a lack thereof. 
More and more unproven companies are 
producing new and innovative shows, while 
governments, especially the federal govern- 
ment, cut back on grants. Where is the Can- 
ada Council when you need them?
